Thus prepating:thee with-djli- 
gence,comming withiſpecd,ftanding with high lif- 
ted hopes,and ſtouping wich inclined heart, it with 
Mary thou craueſt no other ſolace of Jeſus but eſis 
himſelfe,hewillanfwerethy tears with his preſence, 
and affure thee ofhispreſencewith his owne words,
